Although  the  Death  Rate,  at  13 *99  per  thousand  of  • . 
population  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  last  year,  the'" 
other  vital  statistics  and  the  incidence  of  illness  are  not  so 
pleasing.  Without  there  having  been  any  great  :novonent  or 
change  of  population  - so  far  as  is  known  - the  Birth  Rate  has 
dropped  fron  19.01  to  14,66  per  thousand.  Adoittedly  tho  rate 
in  1947  was  unusually  high.  There  is  an  incroaso  in  the  Still 
Births;  there  has  been  tho  relative  large  number  of  six  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

On  the  brighter  side  there  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal 
causes:  and  a largo  epidemic  of  measles  - part  of  a nation  wide 
epidemic  -*  causing  392  notified  cases  in  Brixham,  resulted  in 
only  one  death. 

Diphtheria  Imi:iuni>sation,  Sixty-four  children  were  fully 
protected  cTiTring  the  "fifslT  six  months  of  the  year. 

National  Hoalt.'i  Service  Act  1946,  This  Act,  which  came 
into  operiition  on  tHe^^l'r  Juiy^T948,  gave  to  the  Devon  County 
Council  control  of  /uibulanco  Services,  The  /jiibulance  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  therefore  became  tho  property  and 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  to  whom  also  became  the 
duty  of  providing  all  /jnbulance  services. 

This  Act  also  transferred  control  of  the  Infectious 
Disease  /iiibulance,  stationed  at  Paignton,  to  the  County  Council. 
The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Paignton,  which  has  by  joint 
t^rrangonent  received  infectious  disease  cases  from  Brixham,  has 
been  transferred  by  the  Act  to  the  nev/ly  created  Regional 
Hospital  Board, 

.Further,  the  Hospital  was  closed  during  October  and  all 
cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment  and 
isolation  are  now  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Torquay, 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  Section  47  of  this  Act 
placed  upon  the  Urban  District  Council  certain  responsibilities 
for  taking  action  so  that  aged  and  infirm  persons,  suffering 
from  chronic  illness,  unable  to  attend  to  themselves,  or  without 
help  or  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  night  receive  care  and 
attention.  There  have  been  no  cases  requiring  action  under  the 
xict  during  this  year.
